PEVELY PRESENTS 
EXHIBIT OF COST 


Dr. J. M. Klamon Chal- 
lenges Figures, Cites 6- 
Cents-a-Quart Bid for 
School Cafeteria. 


A public hearing on a proposed 
milk marketing agreement for the 
St. Louis district under the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act was con- 
cluded at Hotel Chase yesterday 
after four days of testimony by in- 
terested parties to show that dairy 
farmers lost money at present 
“low” prices paid by distributors, 
that distributors lost money at the 
present “high” prices paid dairy 
farmers, and that the public couldn't 
drink as much milk as it should 
because of the retail price. 

Whether the price was considered 
high or low depended on whether 
the speaker was a producer, dis- 
tributor or consumer and it will 
be left to Washington economists 
and marketing experts to redraft 
the proposed marketing agreement 
in an effort to meet the approval 
of producers and distributors, to 
whom the agreement will be sub- 
mitted. Meanwhile, the present 
Federal license will remain in ef- 
fect. 

The provisions of the present li- 
cense were retained in the pro- 
posed agreement, including the sys- 
tem of paying the farmer the mid- 
die of each month for the milk pro- 
duced the preceding month in ac- 
cordance with the use to which the 
milk bought by the distributor to 
whom he sold it had been put. 
Class 1 milk is that bottled and 
sold for consumption as fluid milk; 
Class 2 is used for cream, con- 
densed milk, cottage cheese and 
other products, and Class 3, used 
largely for powdered milk and ice 
cream, is defined as milk not used 
in Classes 1 and 2. 

Pevely Files Exhibits. 

Among the numerous. exhibits 
filed yesterday was that of the 
Pevely Dairy Co., to support the 
previous statement of J. William 
Hagemeyer, secretary - treasurer, : 
that the company lost 2.3 cents on 
each quart of Class 1 milk sold at 
the present retail price of 10 cents. 

The cost of the milk, on a basis 
of 3.8 per cent butterfat, was given 
as 5.053 cents and containers and 


‘ caps, .208 of a cent, a total of 5.261 


To this was added 7.040 
cents, representing labor, 4.609 
cents; operating supplies, .769; 
taxes, .095; repairs, .483; deprecia- 
tion, .433; professional services, 
023; advertising, .342; insurance, 
rental, transportation, etc., .286. The 
total delivered cost of a quart of 
bottle milk, therefore, was com- 
puted at 12.301 cents. 

Hagemeyer was questioned about 
preparation and distribution costs 
by Dr. Joseph M. Klamon, associate 
professor of economics and market- 
ing at Washington University, who 
had filed a report for the St. Louis 
Consumers’ Council contending re- 
tail prices were excessive in view 
of prices paid farmers by distribu- 
ters. | 


cents. 


Bid for School Supply. | 

Dr. Klamon offered minutes of 
the St. Louis Board of Education 
showing that last May 14, when dis- 
tributers were paying the present 
price of $2.25 for 100 pounds of 3.5 
per cent butterfat milk for Olass 1 
purposes, the Pevely Dairy Co. ob- 
tained the contract for supplying 
school cafeterias with milk for the 
present school year in competition 
with five other distributers, at a 
price of 6 cents a quart in quart 
bottles or in half-pin bottles. 

Pointing out that small consum- 
ers pail 10 cents for the same prod- 
uct sold to the schools at 6 cents, 
Dr. Klamon asked how this could 
be done if the company lost 2.3 
cents at 10 cents a quart. Hage- 
meyer replied that the company 
had considered giving the milk to 
the school cafeterias “in order to 


>make a lot of new customers for us 


five or 10 years from now.” 

Dr. Klamon called attention to 
the fact that none of the six bid- 
dere, which included the largest dis- 
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tributers, bid more than 8 cents a 
quart. 

Figures for 24 per cent cream, 
submitted by Hagemeyer, showed a 
profit of .947 of a cent on a half- 
pint bottle, the retail price of which 
is 14 cents. No evidence was of- 
fered to show the profit, admitted- 
ly higher, on-other uses of class 2 
milk or on class 3 milk. The price 
paid the farmer on classes 2 and 3 
is based on the Chicago butter mar- 
ket and fluctuates with it, making 
cost data difficult, Hagemeyer ex- 
plained. 

Numerous other distributors sub- 
mitted figures supporting their 
view that the present price to the 
producer for class 1 milk was too 
high and should be reduced from 
$2.25 to $1.85. 

Feed for Dollie and Nellie. 

Dr. J. F. Donnell of Crystal City, 
Mo., who operates two dairy farms, 
offered balance sheets showing that 
he experienced a net operating loss 
of $1407.48 for the nine months be- 
ginning last Jan. 1. The detail, in 
contrast to that offered by the dis- 
tributors, named each of about 50 
cows and showed how much of 
each kind of feed had been given 
“Dollie,” ‘Nellie’ and “Possum,” 
the cost of the feed and the pounds 
of milk she had produced. 

A statement signed by B. M. Lide 
Jr., president, was filed for the St. 
Louis Dairy Co., in which he stated, 
“This company takes the position 
that the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, as amended, is not applicable 
to the business conducted by this 
company as it appears that the act 
has reference only to prices payable 
to the producer.” 

For Combining Classes. 
Small distributors expressed ap- 
proval of the suggestion of the 
Sanitary Milk Producers, dairy 
farmers’ co-operative marketing or- 
ganization representing about 75 
per cent of producers in the St. 
Louis market, that Classes 2 and 3 
be combined in order to eliminate 
the danger of distributors using 
milk in the lower priced classes 
for Class 1. 

In adjourning the hearing, Harry 
C. Cook, attorney in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who presided, 
said no additional data might be 
submitted but that briefs, based on 
matter already submitted, may be 
filed at Washington within five 
days after adjournment. It will re- 
quire two weeks or more to prepare 
a revised proposal which will be 
submitted to a vote of producers 
and distributors. 

If 75 per cent of the producers 
approve the proposal, it may be put 
into effect by order of the Presi- 
dent on request by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, even if a majority of 
distributors reject it. This, how- 
ever, is discretionary with the Sec- 
retary _of Agriculture.

DROWNING VERDICT IN. 
ARTHUR KILLAM! DEATH 


Trapshooter Believed to Have 
Fallen in Lake Due 
to Exhaustion. 


A verdict of accidental death by 
drowning was returned by a Mis- 


sissippi County Coroner's jury in 
the death of Arthur Killam, 54 
years old, salesman for the Rem- 
ington Arms Co., and nationally 
known champion trapshooter, at 
noon yesterday while’on a duck 
hunting trip near Charleston, Mo. 

Killam’s body was found by four 
hunting companions lying in water 
three feet deep, 30 feet from the 
shore of Big Lake., Nearby was a 
boat which he was apparently at- 
tempting to board when he fell. He 
had gone to Charleston several 
hours earlier to obtain food for the 
party and was returning to the 
duck blind. 

Coroner Paul Hackney said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
Killam apparently had become ex- 
hausted after carrying the load of 
food from his automobile to the 
hnat and shoving the boat from the 
shore into deeper water prepara- 
tory to boarding it. Mud is knee- 
deep on the lake bottom at the 
landing point, the Coroner said. 

Killam’s wife, Mrs. Sabina Killam, 
with whom he resided at 7057 Stan- 
ford avenue, University City, said 
he had been ill recently with a 
glandular ailment but had hunted 
daily during the present season. 
One of his companivns yesterday 
was Gene Palmer, St. Louis district 
manager for the Remington com- 
pany. 

Killam had participated in nearly 
every trapshooting tournament of 
state and national importance for 
the last 20 years. He had been 
state doubles champion for 28 
years, winning his last Missouri 
championship about two weeks ago 
at Bagnell. He had won the Na- 
tional Grand American Handicap 
three times, being the only man in 
trapshooting history to accomplish 
this feat. His latest nationa] cham- 
pionship was won about 10 years 
ago. 

Surviving, besides his wife, are 
three brothers, Albert and Charles 
Killam, of Medora, IIl., and Samue) 
Killam, Denver; and three sisters 
Miss Sammie Killam of Medora.

SECRET ITALIAN DEALS 
FOR SUPPLIES ALLEGED 


Reports Tell of Attempts of 
Facsists to Get Around 
Sanctions.

ADEN, Arabia, Nov. 14.—Unoffi- 
cial observers interpret reports from 
various sources today as indicating 
Italy is trying to organize a vast 
system of camouflaged supplies of 
oil, transport and labor extending 
from Egypt to Northwestern India. 

Wholesale orders for urgent de- 
livery of all essentials likely to be 
diminished or cut off when the 
League of Nations economic sanc- 
tions go into effect are reported to 
have been placed vith native 
agents. 

Italy is seen in unofficial circles 
as thus attemptitng to defeat the 
League's efforts to force a halt in 
Italy’s invasion of Ethiopia. 

Reports from Massaua, Eritrea, 
and Mogadiscio, Italian Somaliland, 
say one of the greatest anxieties 
of the Italian military authorities 
is the shortage of camels, on which 
to transport food and munitions 
They are needed to go into the 
mountainous country into which 
Italian troops have advanced 
where mechanized units can oper- 
ate only with great difficulty. More 
than 1000 camels are reported to 
have been shipped from Aden in 
the last six weeks. 

600 Trucks at Aden. 

At the car depot in Aden, 400 
American reassembled motor trucks 
and 200 other trucks are being pre- 
pared for shipment, but it is 
thought they will not be ready be- 
fore the economic sanctions become 
effective next Monday. 

It is understood Italians have 
been buying camels secretly in 
Northwest India through merchants 
at Karachi. These camels, it is 


reported, will be shipped on dhows. 


(sailing ships) to Hadhramaut, an 
obscure port on the Arabian coast, 
ostensibly bound for local dealers 
but actually for trans-shipment to 
Massaua and Mogadiscio. 

British officials at Aden are said 
to have learned of this subterfuge 
and are understood to be exercising 
their authority with the local sul- 
tans at Hadhramaut to prevent use 
of that coast for bootlegging camels 
and other prohibited merchandise 
to aid in the conquest of Ethiopia. 

High Prices at ua, 

Persons arriving from Massaua 
say prices there are rising steadily

Woman’s Story of Shipwreck 


In Philippines and Escape of 
50 on Rafts After Four Days 


Six Ships Unable to Get Life Boats to Cast- 
aways on Rock—Captain Drowned With 
Pet Dog Tied to Neck.

MANILA, P. I, Nov. 14. — The

“I was in bed when the Silver- 
hazel grounded . 7 o'clock last 
Saturday morning,” she _ wrote. 
“There was a scraping sound, a lit- 
the shock and then five blasts o 
the whistle sounded. : 

“George, my husband, and I went 
to the foredeck. We were there 
when about two-thirds of the ship 
broke away and sank an hour . 
Before it sank attempts were made 


to launch two lifeboats. Waves 
smashed them. ; 
“The fore portion of the ship 


rolled dizzily. It was wedged be- 
tween the rocks and I could see 
several islands, also a lighthouse 
half a mile away. 

“All Saturday and Saturday night 
we remained on the ship, mostly 
lying on the deck where we were 
sheltered from the waves. Satur- 
day night two ships passed by us 
but failed to respond to our flares. 

“Whenever we were hungry or 
thirsty, we opened cans of salmon 
or milk, or ate candy bars which 
we obtained in the hold. Rain was 
our only drinking water but we 
had plenty of brandy. 

“Chief Engineer F. J. Clayton 
sang for us with a Scottish burr. 
We joined him pout were silenced 
when extra big waves crashed 
aboard the wreck. But later we 
sang again. We never were in panic 
and as far as I know nobody 
prayed. 

Transfer to Rock.

Raft Breaks Loose. 

“Sixteen officers and Third Offi- 
cer Smith went first. Thirty-one 
others were preparing to leave 
when the raft broke loose and the 
officers shouted for everybody to 
go over. 

“We jumped about 20 feet into 
the water. Nine swam to the raft 
and the rest got hold of planks. 
George reached the raft and I clung 
to a plank. 

“I could never have made it if 
Seamen G. Harding and H. A. Mat- 
thewson and Boatswain Mate Poun- 
der (on the destroyer Peary) had 
not helped me. I was in the water 
about 25 minutes and was uncon- 
scious at the end. 

“We lost all of our clothes and 
a new automobile we were taking 
to Manila.” 

Mrs. Jeanne Zerfing, one of the 
five passengers and wife of a Navy 
enlisted man here said, “I did not 
realize anything had happened until 
my cabin companion, Mrs. C. E. 
Windham of Los Angeles, awoke 
me and said the ship was sinking. 

“We rushed on the upper deck as 
the lower one was under water. It 
looked as if the wreckage, jammed 
against.the rock, would slide off 
into deep water, so the sailors made 
chairs and used a derrick to put us 
on the rock. The waves were very 
high and we almost were washed 
off several times. 

“The men made tents of mate- 
rial from the wreck. We had lots 
of canned milk to drink and food 
from the ship. 

“It was evident rescue boats 
would be unable to get close to the 
rock because of the waves. Rafts 
were made aboard the Silverhazel. 
Then we jumped off the rock and 
swam to them. 


Tells of Captain’s Death. 

“When it came my turn, I jumped 
and started for the raft. Capt. 
Lennard, who had the dog tied to 
his neck, but no life jacket, was 
swimming near me. He seized me 
and I tried to help him but he went 
down. 

“I was in the water ten minutes 
before I reached the raft. Ten 
people on our raft had a hard time 
to keep from being washed over- 
board. Finally when we got near 
the Peary, sailors dropped ropes 
and hauled us aboard.” 

All the survivors are suffering 
from exposure and shock.

| Louis Schoenfeld, 34-year-old dis- 


abled poodlroom proprietor, was 
| found guilty of second degree mur- 
der last night by a jury in Cir- 
cuit Judge Williams’ court for the 
killing last Jan. 25 of Nathan Gal- 
ansky, 27-year-old grocery clerk. 
The penalty was fixed at 10 years 
in the penitentiary. 

The case went to the jury at 4 
Pp. m. yesterday and the _ verdict

death penalty. In closing argu- 
ments, Assistant Circuit Attorney 
John L. Sullivan referred to = de- 
fense testimony that Schoenfeld 
had the mentality of a 9-year-old 
child, due in part to his physical 
condition, and asked the jury to 
assess a life sentence so the de- 
fendant could be sent to a. peni- 
tentiary farm to rehabilitate him- 
self. 

The shooting occurred at the 
grocery of Galansky’s father at 
5609 Easton avenue, following a 
dispute between the two men. 
Schoenfeld testified he had gone 
to the grocery to get $250 which 
Galansky owed him, but Galansky 
refused to give him the money, 
threatening him and ordered him 
out of the store. 

The defendant testified he left 
the store and then shot Galansky 
in self-defense by firing through 
the store window, when the latter 
reached in his desk, near the win- 
dow, in a threatening manner as 
if he were going to get one of 
ithree pistols he was said by 
Schoenfeld to have there. Schoen- 
feld denied having made a state- 
ment to police that he shot Gal- 
ansky because the grocery clerk 
was opening a rival poolroom and 
attempting to ruin his business. 

Other defense testimony was 
given by two physicians, who said 
Schoenfeld had been crippled when 
he was two years old and had suf- 
fered other physical disabilities 
since. Dr. L. B. Fagin, psychi- 
atrist for the Child Guidance

French Settle 


rs in Hills 


Seek Baptism Records 


Parish Register, 130 Years Old, Used to Make 
Application for Pensions in Washington 
County — Many Walk Miles. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

POTOSI, Mo., Nov. 14.—From lone- 
ly Washington County cabins and 
isolated farms are trudging figures 
out of the past, old men and wom- 
en repairing to historic Old Mines 
Parish to seek baptismal records 
preparatory to applying for old age 
pensions. 

Nearly all of more than 635 appli- 
cants who have sought the aid of 
the Rev. J. F. Walsh have come 
on foot: more than 200 have been 
more than 80 years old, Thirty-five 
Negroes born in slavery have ap- 
plied. One woman, whose record 
of baptism was duly entered in 
French in the 130-year-old parish 
register, was 95. 

Examination of the parish regis- 
ter, the “Registre des Baptemes et 
Mariages de la Paroijse St. Joachim 
Vielle Mines”, written by priests 
long since dead, discloses how fam- 
ily names have changed through 
the years, indicates a few which 
remain today as they have done for 
centuries. 

Father Walsh explained that in 
some cases the descendants of 
French pioneers who settled in the 
hills when St. Louis was only a 
trading post, some even earlier, 
were unable to spell correctly and 
gradually began to spell their names 
the way they sounded. 


, How Names Changed. 

Such phonetic changes, he said, 
accounted for the slow alteration 
of names, some forms existing for 
decades. Thus, the present day 
Tevo family, the records show, orig- 


inally was Thibault, changing to 


Thibaux, Theveau, Teveau and 
finally to its present form. 
Other changes include Ojier, 


Ojet, Osia, Oshia, Oshea. The Por- 
tell family once was Portais. Rulo 
once was Rouleau. And Pashia de- 
rives from Pajet and Pagge. So, 
too, a Reno once was a Renault 
and a Degonia, a Degagnue. 

The record also contains’ the 
names of some old St. Louis fam- 
ilies, including Gratiot, DesLoge, 
Papin, Roussin and Mullanphy. But 
many families never left the coun- 
ty, the descendent: of original trap- 
pers and farmers turned gradually 
to industry, some participated in 
the strike last summer of Washing- 
ton County tiff miners. 

“Many of those who have come 
to me,” Father Walsh said, “speak 
only French. Some had not left 
the hills for years. Several called 
themselves by nicknames. Others 
had only a vague idea of the time 
of their birth, attempted to fix the 
date by episodes of history. 

Argument Over Ag: 

“One couple, a husband and wife. 
both of whom were more than 80, 
argued vigorously for two hours, 
while I searched the record, over 
which was the younger. It finally 
developed that each was 82.” 

Many of the applicants, Father 
Walsh recalled, were dressed in the 
costumes of another era. Some of 
the women wore bonnets common 
to crinoline days, a few wore 
brooches or other heirlooms which 
had gleamed in the candlelight of 
another century. The men wore 
coats which have been their “best” 
for decades. 

“The vigor of those old men and 
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women from the hills is amazing,” 
Father Walsh declared. “Some of 
them walked nine or 10 -niles to get 
here, : 

“T think their strength and lon- 
gevity is due to sane living, free- 
dom from haste and nerwWous ten- 
sion. I took occasion to remind 
some of them that they still are 
able to attend church.” 


THIRD WOMAN ENTERS INQUIRY 
IN KILLING OF DR, GEBHARDT 


Police Say “Fiancee” Trailed Mar- 
ried German Industrialist to 
Hotel Day Before Shooting. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Evidence 
that jealousy was the motive in the 
killing of Dr, Fritz Gebhardt, was 
announced today by police. They 
said they had learned that Miss Vera 
Stretz, employe “fiancee” of the 
German industrialist, had trailed 
him Monday to a West Side hotel, 
where he met another woman. They 
advanced the theory thac Miss 
Stretz shot him after a “showdown” 
Tuesday in his twenty-first floor 
room in the Beekman Tower Hotel 

Earlier police believed the 31. 
year-old college graduate and part- 
time employe had killed Gebhardt 
when he either disclosed to he 
that he was already married or told 
her that their affair must end. 

Miss Stretz still refuses to dis- 
cuss the shooting. She has said 
she was engaged to Gebhardt. 

A hundred romantic letters and 
cablegrams which passed between 
the two gave no clew to a motive. 
Neither did the woman's unwit- 
nessed will which bequeathed her

friends.

SCHOOL LUNCHROOMS LOSE 
$1657 ON $236,000 BUSINESS 


Defici; $16,000 in Previous Fiscal 
Year; Restaurants Are Non- 
Profit Undertaking. 

School lunchrooms operated by 
the Board of Education showed a 
net loss of $1657 on a gross business 
of $236,926 in the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, in comparison with 
a loss of $16,054 in the previous fis- 
cal year, it was stated in the an- 
nual report of Supply Commissioner 
Charles L. Barr, made public this 
week. The lunchrooms are not ex- 

pected to make profits. 

“The reduction in loss,” said 
Barr, “was accomplished in face 
of soaring food prices and lack of 
potential spending money in 
hands of pupils. It was found nec- 
essary to cut down the overhead by 
laying off or discharging about 36 


of the lunchroom working force. No | 
were | 


replacements in equipment 
made unless absolutely necessary. 
Buying was placed on as high a 
competitive basis as the best inter- 
ests of the lunchrooms would war- 
rant. 

“The co-operation of the schools 
lunchrooms by >upils was secured. 
The result was gratifying, although 
the gross receipts were $6989 less 
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than in 1933-34. The outlook for 
the current year is considerably 
brighter and we expect to show a 
reasonable gain without injuring the 
size and wholesomeness of the 
lunch served. Comparison with 
other cities shows that St. Louis is 
still in the front rank as far as 
operation of school lunchrooms is 
concerned.”

In 
many cases, this has necessitated 
compromises in the efforts to ef- 
fect better streamlining, from the 
point of view of lessening . front- 
end “wind push.” 

While there have been few in- 
creases of importance in engine 
horse power, the tendency to raise 
compression ratio has con- 
tinued. But this has been used, in 
most instances, to get moré power 
out of gasoline, with operating econ- 
omy the main object instead of 
higher speed. In all the speed 
ranges, from idling in high gear 
to road speeds up to 90 and 100 
miles per hour, the new engines re- 
quire less gasoline to do the same 
amount of work than did those in 
the 1935 models. The gain in econ- 


Changes in engine lubrication sys- 
tems are of minor importance, be- 
ing mostly in the interest of better 
cooling of the oil. 

There also has been some _  im- 
provement in the smoothing out of 
engine vibration. The tendency in 
the new cars is to make the engine 
itself more inherently vibrationless 
and to depend less on various types 
of rubber mountings. Naturally this 
has resulted in more careful coun- 
terweighting of crankshafts and 
improvement in other balancing de- 
vices. 

Changes in transmissions are not 
noteworthy, although virtually all of 
the cars now are silent in low and 
reverse as well as in high and sec- 
ond gear. 

Full-length water jacketing of 
engine cylinders will be found in 
more cars than last year. Valve 
heads, push rods and seats are 
made of tougher alloys, as a rule, 
extending the time between valve 
grindings and making for better 
engine operation. Bearings are so 
improved, that the engineers say 
bearing failures should seldom oc- 
cur.

Body, in Flames, Found Hanging 
to Tree Near Highway in 
West Virginia. 
RIPLEY, W. Va., Nov. 14.—State

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.— In a 
crowded Harlem courtroom, Mag- 
istrate A. Aurelio dismissed today 
the charges of indecency against 
five models and actresses, arrested 
last Friday in a raid on the an- 
nual charity “stag” given by prom- 
inent illustrators. Magistrate Au- 
relio held that the five girls— 
charged by police with giving an 
“obscene, indecent, immoral and 
impure” spectacle—were ‘merely ac- 
tors.”

Dr. Seelig began by telling an 
incident which happened recently 
in his laboratory. A woman came 
to talk to him shortly after - her 
mother had died of cancer. She 
listened to “what little solace and | 
comfort one can offer” and then, 
in a haughty, angry tone, asked: 
“But why isn’t something done 
about it?” 


Some Erroneous Ideas. 


Her angry and helpless tone con- 
vinced Dr. Seelig that “the average 
intelligent man or woman” has 
some very fixed ideas about cancer 
all of which, he hastened to add, 
were incorrect. These ideas, brief- 
ly, are: that cancer is a hopeless 
disease, that it is distressingly pain- 
ful, that it is hereditary, that it is 
offensive and therefore carries a 
stigma with it, and that not enough 
is being done by the medical pro- 
fession to “get at the bottom of the 
whole mess.” 

Dr. Seelig then went on to point 
out that the disease is not a hope- 
less one, that it has never been 
_proved to be hereditary in the hu- |

George of Greece Leaves 
England on Way to Throne 


Prince of Wales Sees Him Off—King Going 
to Athens by Way of Paris 
and Italy.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—King George 
II of Greece left England today for 
Paris on his way to Athens to re- 
sume his throne. 

Members of the British royal fam- 
ily, headed by the Prince of Wales, 
waved farewell as the train pulled 
out from Victoria Station at 11 a. 
m. The Duchess of Kent, who is a 
cousin of King George, and her 
husband, the Duke of Kent, joined 
the Prince of Wales and the Duke 
and Duchess of York at the fare- 
well. 

Others on the platform were 
Prince Paul of Yugoslavia, Sir Sam- 
uel Hoare, British Foreign Secre- 
tary, the French and Belgian Am- 
bassadors, and Greek dignitaries. 
Two representatives of the Greek 
colony in New York City were in 
the farewell party—D. J. Theothi- 
latos and Thomas Daniel. 


King George arrived at the sta- 
tion a few minutes before train 
time. He chatted with the Prince 
of Wales and the Dukes of Kent 
and York in the royal waiting room. 
As the train prepared to depart, the 
group moved to a special inclosure 


where farewells were said. 

George’s luggage included 
trunks and 75 suitcases. 

Accompanying the King were the 
Princes Peter and Paul and mem- 
bers of his staff. 

King George will visit in Paris, 
then go to Italy to stop at the 
graves of his mother and father, 
King Constantine and Queen Sofia. 

An official Greek welcoming del- 
egation will join him before he 
reaches his country. 

George’s return, officially re- 
quested by the Greek people by ple- 
biscite on Nov. 5, restores Greece 
from a republic to a monarchy. The 
Royalist forces, headed by Gen.

George II follows his father, who 
twice relinquished his throne. King 
Constantine left the throne first in 
1917, was recalled in 1920, and abdi- 
cated in favor of his son, the pres- 
ent King, two years later.

BRAZILIAN CONGRESS VOTES 
FOR TRADE TREATY WITH U. S. 


Action Will Strengthen Prospects 
for New Credit Deal With 
Americans, 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 14. — 
The Brazilian Senate today unani- 
mously approved a reciprocal trade 
treaty between Brazil and the Unit- 
ed States. The Chamber previously 

ratified the treaty. 

Today’s action, it is thought, will 
strengthen the Brazilian Govern- 
ment’s chances for the establish- 
ment of a credit to thaw out $30,- 
000,000 in commercial credits owed 
to North Americans.

FEDERAL COUNSEL

IS CONSTITUTIONAL 


| Asks Supreme Court to 
Take Broad View of 
Congress’ Powers Under 


‘General Welfare’ Clause 


‘NEVER EXPRESSLY 
DECIDED,’ IT SAYS 


Brief Mentions Spending 
for Disaster Relief, 
Health and Social Work 
in Defending Law. 


By the Associated Press. 
| WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. — Gov- 
(ernment attorneys, in a brief argu- 
ing the validity of the Home Own- 
rs’ Loan Act of 1933, requested the 
Supreme Court yesterday, to place 
a broad interpretation in Article I, 
Section 8, of the Constitution—the 
“general welfare” clause. 

This clause of the Constitution 
empowers Congress to levy taxes 
“to provide for the common defense 
and general welfare of the United 
States.” 

-The Government brief referred to 
conflicting views on the welfare 
clause and asserted that the Su- 
preme Court “has never expressly 
decided the question of the powers 
involved.” 

The brief noted that President 
Washington in 1796 asked Con- 
gress to spend money “to encour- 
age agriculture and establish a na- 
tional university.” Both these, the 
Government argued, were “permis- 
sible only under ,.. the welfare 
clause.” 

Similar broad views were attri- 
buted to Congress in spending mon- 
ey on earthquake and flood relief, 
public health, education and science, 
'social welfare and in aiding agri- 
culture. 

“Practical Construction.” 


“If there is doubt as to the mean- 
ing of the welfare clause, it should 
be construed in the light of this 
practical construction consistently 
followed by Congress,” the Govern- 
ment brief said. 

The brief also contended that if 
“Congress is entitled to apply public 
money for the general welfare of 
the United States, it necessarily has 
a wide range of discretion with re- 
spect to the object to be selected.” 

The Government lawyers argued 
that the “taxing and spending pow- 
er of Congress is not limited or 
restricted by its other specified 
powers” enumerated in the Consti- 
tution. 

Asserting that $20,000,000,000 was 
involved in the collapse of the home 
mortgage structure after 1929, the 
Government argued that the home 
loan act and its agencies were 
within the power of Congress to 
control the nationai credit. 


Not Direct Party to Suit. 


Actually, the Government is not 
a direct party in the HOLC case, 
but entered as a “friend of the 
court.” The litigation started in a 
dispute between Wisconsin State 
officials and three building and loan 
associations in Milwaukee. 

The building and loan associa- 
tions voted to become Federal units 
under the home loan act, but State 
officials refused to release control 
because they were chartered under 
Wisconsin laws. The Wisconsin Su- 
preme Court upheld the State offi- 
cials and declared unconstitutional 
the section of the home loan act 
which aythorized this shift from 
State to Federal control. 

In defense of the home loan act 
the Government attorney noted that 
“Congress did not attempt to sup- 
ply houses for the citizens of the 
country in competition with private 
enterprise or to give direct grants 
or subsidies to those desiring 
homes.” Instead, the brief said the 
act “contemplates encouragement of 
home owning by means of savings 
;and thrift — a program which is 
‘completely consistent with the 
| American traditions of economic in- 
| dependence and self-reliance.”

STRONG WITH 
FOREIGN BASIS

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.-—Right-about-face 
action in the wheat pit today whirled prices 
more than 2 cents upward on short order 
today. 

Rushes to purchase wheat futures here 
were encouraged by surprising »u®°%yancy of 
the wheat market both at Liverpool and 
Buenos Aires, and by New York stocx mar- 
ket strength. Special notice was taken of 
Canadian official crop figures showiug re- 
duced production compared with torecasts 
a month ago. 


Wheat closed strung, 1%@2c up, De- 
cember, 95% @ 4c; corn, % @%c ace 
vanced, December, 59% @%c; oats un- 


changed to \%c higher, and provisions show 
ing a rise of 12 to 20 cents. 

Unexpelled sharp upturn of Liverpool 
wheat quotations led to sudden jumps of 
Chicago grain markets early today. 

Bullish aspects of the Canadian Govern- 
ment crop report received attention, togeth- 
er with assertions that tariff changes be- 
tween Canada and the United States do not 
include wheat for human consumer use. 

Opening % @1%c up, December 94% @ 
%c, the Chicago wheat market quickly rose 
further. Corn started %@ic up, Decem- 
ber 59% @60c, and then continued firm. 

Almost 2 cents a bushel] rise of Chicago 
wheat values took place before any ma- 
terial reaction was witnessed. Some esti- 
mates indicated that allowing for 60,000,- 
000 bushels of Canadian wheat said to be 
of unmillable quality Canada this season 
will have but 214,000,000 bushels for home 
requirements and export, plus the coun- 
trys’ old carryover.

FTER a beginner has thorough- 
Aw familiarized himself with 

“biddable suit” requirements, 
he is ready to take up the next 
vitally important step in bidding 
technique.

The possession 
~) of a biddable 
suit does not, in 
‘itself, justify an 
opening bid, In 
addition the 
hand must con- 
tain a certain 
minimum number 
of honor tricks, 
which may be in 
ithe bid suit or 
in side suits. An 
lopening suit one 
bid requires: 
Three honor 
tricks with any 
Ely Culbertson minimum bidda- 
ble suit. 
Two and one-half honor tricks 
with any rebiddable suit, 
These requirements apply to all 
four positions—first, second, third, 
or fourth hand; vulnerable or not 
vulnerable . 
When a hand contains more than 
one biddable suit, the higher rank- 
ing (as, spades are higher ranking 
than hearts) should be bid first. 
Where two biddable suits are of 
different lengths, the longer should 
be bid first. For example, hold- 


ing: 

AJ62, 9AK103, $732, &85, 
e proper opening bid is one spade, 
not one heart. Holding: 
4AQ1086, 92, ©K97432, £8, 
the proper opening bid is one dia- 
mond, because of its greater length. 
There are a few exceptions to 
this rule which may be somewhat 
confusing unless the reasons for 
their existence are clearly grasped. 

With a hand such as: 
@AQ108, 962,853, RAQ106, 
an opening bid of one club will 
make the future course of bidding 
easier for both partners. A club 
bid makes it possible for partner to 
bid one diamond or one heart, and 
then the spade suit also can be 
shown at the one level. 
With such a disparity of high 
card strength as in the following 
holding: 
@AKQ106, @YKE, 875432, 
@ none, a spade bid, rather than a 
diamond, should be made.

“Not at all. Lots of people have 
fears of that kind. I knew a boy 
who was afraid to go by a flat 
rock. When he was a baby he used 
to run away. His mother told him 
a terrible story about a flat, spraw- 
ly rock not far from his house. 
She told the baby that the evil one 
would get him if he ever went by 
that rock alone. He was cured. He 
never ran away, but the fear lasted, 
poisoned his thoughts, and keeps 
him afraid even to this day.” 

“Queer things parents do to their 
children,” mused Toby. 

Indeed they do when they use 
fear to make a child obey. Fear 
is a terrible force. It may serve 
for the time being, usually it does, 
, | but there is always danger that the 
scar will remain, and when you 
least expect it, it will open and dis- 
close the old wound. 

I don’t believe it is wise to use 
fear in training children. Naturak- 
ly we must teach children not to 
run away, not to climb to places of 
danger, not to rock a boat, to avoid 
deep water, not to be careless in 
crossing streets, not to play with 
fire. But let our teaching be posi- 
tive. 

How is that to be accomplished? 
I wish I knew the right answer, 
the one that would fit every prob- 
lem, suit every child’s need. But 
I don’t. A few things that experi- 
ence has taught me I feel safe in 
passing on to you. 

We don’t want children to. be 
afraid. We do want them to be 
reasonably cautigpus. So we culti- 
vate intelligence instead of instill- 
ing fear. We don’t say, “If you 
cross the street you'll be killed.” 
But we teach the child to stop at 
the crossing, look up and down the 
street, right and left, obey the lights 
and the policeman. 

Teach the child to be intelligent 
and you teach him to be coura- 
geous. Have faith in the child's 
goodness, in his common sense, and 
you won't be forever trying to make 
the child afraid in order to save 
him from disaster. Fear paralyzes 
intelligence, so be wary of it. Faith 
and confidence beget courage, and 
I am inclined to believe that the 
greater part of courage is good 
health.

pursuing Danakils. 

The Danakils, still half savage 
despite their incorporation as a 
military body under Italian offi- 
cers, charged up the hillsides only 
to be met by machine gun fire. 

Their commanders tried to force 
them to take cover in the advance 
but the Danakils thought of noth- 
ing but hand-to-hand combat in 
which they could use their heavy 
curved swords. Consequently, the 
Italian losses were greater, said of- 
ficers, than would have been. the 
case had the Danakils used more 
caution. 

The fighting oecurred vy ‘ile the 
Danakil detachment, under the im- 
mediate command of Lieutenant-
